Obama Blasts GOP on Jobs Bill 


President: Be ready 
to aet or be run out 
oftown by voters 


Washington 

A combative President Obama chal- 
lenged a divided Congress on Thurs- 
day to unite behind his $447 billion 
jobs bill or get ready to be run “out 
of town” by angry voters. Hoping to 
use public frustration and economic 
worry as leverage, he called his pro- 
posal an insurance plan against a 
painful return to recession. 

In a news conference long on 
restatements of his ideas, Obama 
laid bare the dynamic that now is 
Washington: The era of compro- 
mise is over. 

Frustrated over getting nowhere 
with Republicans, Obama demand- 
ed that they explain themselves to 
the country and promised to keep 
“hammering way until something 
gets done.” 

Despite Obama’s taunts. Repub- 
licans showed no signs of switch- 
ing positions. Instead, they pressed 
for a symbolic vote so they could 
oppose the bill the president sub-

The average rate 
on a 30-year fixed mortgage has fallen below 
4 percent for the first time in history. For the 
lucky few with good jobs and stable finances, 
it’s a rare opportunity to save potentially 
thousands of dollars each year. For most people, it’s a tease and a reminder of 
how weak their own financial situations are. The average rate on a 15-year fixed 
loan, a popular refinancing option, dipped to 3.26 percent, also a record, (ap) 



Census says housing 
suffers worst drop 
since the Depression 

Washington 

The American dream of homeown- 
ership has felt its biggest drop since 
the Great Depression, according to 
new 2010 census figures released 
Thursday. 

The analysis by the Census 
Bureau found the homeownership 
rate fell to 65.1 percent last year 
— or 76 million occupied housing 
units that were owned by their res- 
idents. While that level remains the 
second-highest decennial rate, ana- 
lysts say the U.S. may never return 
to its mid-decade housing boom 
peak in which nearly 70 percent of 
occupied households were owned 
by their residents. 

The reason: a longer-term eco- 
nomic reality of tighter credit, pro- 


longed job losses and reduced gov- 
ernment involvement. 

Unemployed young adults are 
least likely to own, delaying first- 
time home purchases to live with 
Mom and Dad. Middle-aged adults 
ages 35 to 64, mostly homeowners 
who were hit with mortgage foreclo- 
sures or bankruptcy after the hous- 
ing bust in 2006, are at their lowest 
levels of ownership in decades. 

Measured by race, the home- 
ownership gap between whites 


and blacks is now at its widest 
since I960, wiping out more than 
40 years of gains. 

“The changes ... are mind-bog- 
gling: the housing market has 
completely crashed, and attitudes 
toward housing are shifting from 
owning to renting,” said Patrick 
Newport, economist with IHS 
Global Insight. “While 10 years ago 
owning a home was the American 
dream, Fm not sure a lot of people 
still think that way.” hope yen (ap)

Withdrawal to come

NATO leaders said Thursday that 
they would continue carrying out 
airstrikes in Libya and patrolling its 
coastline because of ongoing resis- 
tance from forces loyal to deposed 
leader Moammar Gadhafi. 

NATO’s political leadership 
said it would end military opera- 
tions in Libya “soon” but emerged 
from two days of meetings in Bel- 


gium without a clear decision on 
how to wind down the war. 

Though Gadhafi remains in hid- 
ing, some U.S. and NATO officials 
said it would be a mistake to with- 
draw from Libya as long as fighting 
continues in Sirte and Bani Walid, 
two cities still under the control of 
pro- Gadhafi forces. 

Anders Fogh Rasmussen, the 
NATO secretary general, said the 
threat to civilians from Gadhafi loy- 
alists was “fading away,” but he was 
vague about when NATO would end 
involvement in the conflict. 

NATO is carrying out airstrikes 
daily, though revolutionary forces 


swept into Tripoli in August and 
took control of most of Libya. But 
the attacks have slackened: NATO 
reported 21 airstrikes Tuesday, half 
the number of two weeks ago. 

NATO needs a better assess- 
ment of risk for Libyan civilians 


before a withdrawal. Defense Secre- 
tary Leon Panetta said. The U.S. led 
the initial airstrikes in March.

He was a conjurer, a modern magician 
who reached into tomorrow and came 
up with things that changed millions of 
lives. And as people gathered at Apple 
stores from Sydney to San Francisco 
to mourn Steve Jobs, the feeling was 
more than mourning for an executive 
or even an inventor.

to emphasize how small the gadget was. 
They always were. Ever smaller, ever 
sleeker, ever cooler. 

One day after his death, two days 
after Apple introduced the latest incar- 
nation of a touch-screen phone that 
touched pop culture, sadness and admi- 
ration poured out — not for a rock star, 
not for a religious figure, but for an 
American corporate executive. 

“He was a genius,” Rosario Hidal- 
go said outside an Apple Store on the 
Upper West Side of Manhattan while 
her daughter, 21-month-old Carlotta, 
used an iPhone to play with an app 
that teaches children to match animal 
sounds to animal pictures. 

For people who grew up in a world 
where iPod headphones are as ubiqui- 
tous as wristwatches were to an earli- 
er generation. Jobs was remembered as 
their Elvis Presley or John Lennon. Per- 
haps even their Thomas Edison. 

“It’s like the end of the innovators,” 
said Scott Robbins, 34, who rushed to 
an Apple Store in San Francisco when 
he heard the news. 

In announcing Jobs’ death Wednes- 
day, Apple remembered him as a 
“visionary and creative genius.” The 
company announced no cause of 
death, but Jobs had been diagnosed 
with a rare pancreatic cancer seven 
years ago and had a liver transplant 
in 2009.

New Directions 

Transportation experts must have various metrics 
to determine whether a bus route is a success. But 
I think you have a winner when passengers aren’t 
just boarding — they're boasting. “I’m going to caLL 
my dad," 24-year-old Ashley Young announced to 
me Wednesday as we rode into Anacostia. “He’s 
going to say, ‘What do you mean, you’re on the Cir- 
culator? The Circulator doesn’t come here.’’’ 


That changed Monday, when 
the red buses run by the District 
Department of Transportation 
debuted the first route to head 
east of the Anacostia River. The 
$l-per-ride system that prom- 
ises buses every 10 minutes has 
been immensely popular since it 
launched in 2005. And these days, 
the Circulator is hauling passen- 
gers on upward of 500,000 trips per 
month with its five easy-to-navi- 
ip on 


the Convention Center-SW Water- 
front line persuaded the depart- 
ment to cancel that service and 
instead send the buses between the 
Potomac Avenue Metro station and 
Skyland, via Barracks Row. 

Although Metro and Metro- 
bus provide residents east of the 
river with several connections to 
the employment, education and 
other opportunities in the down- 
town D.C. core, city officials hope 
the new Circulator route makes 


these trips more convenient and 
affordable. But first, folks need to 
know it exists. 

Despite news reports and the 
fliers with free ride coupons that 
were sent to thousands of house- 
holds, many peo- 
ple are still in the 
dark about their 
expanded options. 
On Wednesday, the 
driver on my ride 
had to pitch the ser- 
vice to passengers 
waiting for Metro - 
buses at their shared 
stops: “Are you headed down Good 
Hope Road? Come with me!” And 
there were plenty of different ques- 
tions for him to answer. 

But once the passengers final- 
ly got on, their reactions were 
pretty much the same. “This is 
quicker and faster. Once people 
find out, they won’t be waiting 
for the 90 anymore,” said 57-year- 
old Clifton Hines, who estimated 
he’d get home before the Metro- 
bus even arrived to pick him up. 
Virgo Darby, 24, enjoyed the peace 
and quiet of the uncrowded bus, 
but he suspected word would get 
out before too long. “And if more 
people see it, Metro will be out of 
business,” he said. Even 9 -year-old 
Tyree Williams was an immediate 
convert. “It’s got better air-condi- 
tioning,” Williams declared. 

Avon Braxton, of Barry Farm, 
couldn’t heap enough praise on 
the bus. “It’s on time and clean, 
and there’s no graffiti or trash,” 
the 40-year-old marveled. There 
were two things she’d been hop- 
ing for in her neighborhood: a Star- 
bucks (“I want to sit outside and 
drink my $3 coffee.”) and a Cir- 
culator route. 

For now, she’ll settle for the 
latter. And maybe with more eco- 
nomic opportunity for residents 
east of the river, that Starbucks 
will follow.

Protestors seek jobs, 
soeial justiee at event 
at Freedom Plaza

A couple hundred social justice 
protesters launched an “occupa- 
tion” of Freedom Plaza Thursday, 
the area’s first major demonstra- 
tion against rising inequality since 
the Occupy Wall Street movement 
began last month in New York and 
spread across the country.

“I’m 35 years old. 
It’s one of the reasons I 
didn’t sign in Florida,” he 
said. “I’ve been watching 
the playoffs in the living 
room on my TV. I don’t want to go out 
[without a Stanley Cup].”

ask “What if he was on a contender?” 
and that the offers would flow in. 

Instead, the Czech Republic native 
watched as other goalies garnered 
multimillion-dollar contracts, partic- 
ularly Ilya Bryzgalov’s monster nine- 
year, $51 million deal with the Phila- 
delphia Flyers. 

Two days into the free agency peri- 
od, with no offer in sight, Vokoun start- 
ed to doubt he would sign with an 
NHL team. 

“I was disappointed, but you realize 
you’re not going to get 20 offers in the 
goalie market,” he said. 

Then Vokoun ended up in the most 
unlikely of places, with a team that few 
thought would go after the veteran — 
the Washington Capitals. 

After the team’s falling out with 


22-year-old goalie Semyon Varlamov 
ended in a trade with the Colorado Ava- 
lanche, the Capitals approached Vokoun. 
The offer was a meager $1.5 million, but 
he felt the chance to play for a Stanley 
Cup contender balanced that out. 

“It’s a good, strong team,” Vokoun 
said. “I haven’t had a chance to play 
for a team like that. That was the most 
important thing — to be on a team that 
has a chance.” 

Vokoun is expected to be the Caps’ 
starter for much of the season but is 
likely to split time with last season’s 
standout, Michal Neuvirth. 

After the signing. Capitals coach 
Bruce Boudreau said Vokoun would 
come into training camp as the No. 1 
goalie, and Vokoun’s preseason perfor- 
mance suggests Boudreau’s prediction 
should hold true. 

Vokoun gives the Capitals a vet- 
eran presence in net, and he could be 
one of the pieces in the Caps’ Stanley 
Cup puzzle. 

“We can say all we want how we 
have the team to do it,” Vokoun said. 
“But unless we do it, it means noth- 
ing.”

Bill Bryson 

AUTHOR, HISTORIC HOME FAN 


A house is more than just four 
walls. It’s a window to a history 
everyone relates to: how domes- 
tic life has changed over the centu- 
ries. In “At Home: A Short History 
of Private Life” ($16, Doubleday), 
Bill Bryon’s 15th book, the Amer- 
ican-turned-Brit author uses his 
160-year-old abode as a backdrop 
to explore how evolving lifestyles 
have influenced the structures we 
call home. Bryson talks about the 
history of domestic bliss Oct. 17 at 
7 p.m. at the Sixth and I Historic 
Synagogue (Sixthandi.org). 

Where did the idea for this book 
come from? 

I thought, “What if I just did a 
book about a house, and treated 
the house as a continent, making 
a journey around it, from room to 
room, considering the history of the 


world from that perspective?” 

You live in a Victorian parson- 
age, which seems an ideal place 
to explore. 

The clergyman who built this house 
in 1851 had grown up in a world 
that was, for nearly a century, fun- 
damentally medieval. He lived until 
the early 20th century, so he died 
in a world that had cars, airplanes, 
skyscrapers and movies. Changes 
in those 50 years were probably 
greater than has ever happened in 
any inkling of human history. 

What surprised you most about 
the history of homes? 

How long it took us as beings to get 
comfortable, because it’s just the 
most natural thing in the world. 
For most of time, most people were 
not very good at making themselves 


comfortable. Their houses were 
drafty, cold and appallingly ill-lit. 
It’s only in the last 100 years or so 
that the idea of all of this comfort 
at our disposal has come.

So as the world changes, so do 
houses? 

Most of the mechanics of living 
in the house haven’t changed. No 
matter how much lifestyles change, 
how much technology takes us into 
new places, we’re conservative 
about our houses. A doorknob has 
not changed in hundreds of years, 
and windows open the same way 
they did 250 years ago. 

So how are houses going to 
change in upcoming years? 

There will be change in terms of 
flat-screen televisions, entertain- 
ment systems and communications 
systems, but I imagine they will all 
be incorporated into a house that 
would be fundamentally the same 
as houses that we live in now.

‘Human Centipede H' 
is more disturbing 
than its predecessor 

Film Review 

Warning: This movie — and the 
review — is not for the faint of 
heart. 

How do you even begin to review 
a movie like “The Human Centipede 
II (Full Sequence)”? Perhaps by clar- 
ifying that there really is no other 
movie on Earth quite like it. And 
that’s including “The Human Cen- 
tipede: First Sequence ” the 2009 
horror film on which this dismal, 
nauseating sequel is based. 


The original tracked the efforts 
of a mad scientist (played with eye- 
rolling glee by Dieter Laser) to create 
a set of freakishly conjoined triplets 


by sewing together three unwilling 
human subjects, mouth to rectum, 
so that they shared one long diges- 
tive tract. It was groundbreaking, in 


a way, considering the sheer offen- 
siveness of the concept, which was 
presented with an appropriate dol- 
lop of silliness on top of a deadpan 
foundation. 

Shot by returning auteur Tom 
Six in a high-contrast, black-and- 
white style that is both grimy and, 
oddly, photogenic, the sequel fol- 
lows Martin (Laurence R. Harvey), 
a disturbed parking garage atten- 
dant who is obsessed with the first 
“Centipede” film. Martin is a copy- 
cat criminal and intends to replicate 
the procedure in the first film — this 
time after amassing a dozen sub- 
jects, including the three actors who 
played the first film’s victims. 

He gets pretty close, first by

Redemption, 
Via Battle-Bots 


‘Real Steel mashes 
up a father-son story 
with robots boxing 

Film Review 

Set in the near future, “Real Steel” 
is a slightly soggy tale of father-son 
bonding crossed with an action-ad- 
venture flick about colorful, high- 
tech battle-bots. 

Imagine giant Rock ’Em Sock 
’Em Robots that can be operated 
by remote control or, in the coolest 
touch of all, simply ape the opera- 
tor’s body motions. 

It’s like a Wii game, pro wres- 
tling, “The Iron Giant” and “Trans- 
formers” all rolled into one. So who, 
you might wonder, is this strange 
hybrid’s target demographic? 

The answer: your 11-year-old 
son. He and his middle-school cro- 
nies will, in all likelihood, love the 
crunch of CGI metal on metal and 
the whole video-game aesthetic. 

Everyone else? Not so much. 

This, despite the presence of 
human actor Hugh Jackman in the 
role of Charlie Kenton, a washed-up 
boxer who, when the movie opens, 
is eking out a meager living by 
entering fighting ’hots in matches 
against, say, rodeo bulls.

50/50 (R, 100 minutes) "50/50” doesn’t 
seek to pretty up the grim realities of 
cancer: it offers a refreshingly frank 
glimpse of a world too often distorted 
by Hollywood for its own ends, with 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt's even-tempered 
Adam serving as the ideal guide through 
both its terrors and improbable gifts.
